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(1) THE PRESIDENTS OF ANGOLA, ZAMBIA, TANZANIA, AND THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PRESIDENTS OE BOTSWANA AND MOZAM- 
BIQUE, MR MASIRE AND MR MARCELINO DOS SANTOS, MET IN 
LUANDA FROM 10 TO 1 1 JUNE TO REVIEW THE LIBERATION STRUGGLE 
IN SOUTHERN AERICA WITH PARTICULAR EMPHASIS ON NAMIBIA. 

(2) DURING THE MEETING THE PRESIDENT OE SWAPO, SAM NUJOMA, 
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OUTLINED THE SITUATION AND DEVELOPMENT OE THE LIBERATION 
STRUGGLE IN NAMIBIA. 

(3) THE ERONT LINE STATES NOTED WITH SATISEACTION THE 
VICTORIES ACHIEVED BY THE PEOPLES OE NAMBIA UNDER THE 
LEADERSHIP OP SWAPO AND WITH THE SUPPORT OF THE INTER- 
NATIONAL COMMUNITY IN PARTICULAR THE O.A.U. AND THE 
UNITED NATIONS. 

(4) AS A RESULT OP THESE VICTORIES THE ENEMY HAS BEEN 
PORCED TO ACCEPT: (A) THE RIGHT OP THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE 

TO SELP DETERMINATION AND INDEPEN-

(B) SWAPO AS SOLE AND AUTHENTIC REPRE- 
SENTATIVE OP THE NAMIBIAN PEOPLE 

(C) THE ROLE AND PRESENCE OF THE UNITED

PROCESS IN NAMIBIA: 

(D) THE TOTAL AND CDMPLETE EVACUATION

(5) THE ERONT LINE STATES NOTED WITH ANXIETY THE LATEST 
MANORUVRES OF THE RACIST SOUTH APRICAN REGIME TO DISMEMBER 
NAMIBIA BY ANNEXING WALVIS BAY. THE ERONT LINE STATES 
REAFPIRMED THAT THE TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY OP NAMIBIA IS 
UNCLASSIFIED

(6) THE ERONT LINE STATES APPEAL TO THE INTERNATIONAL

COUNCIL TO REAPPIRM THE PRINCIPLE OP THE TERRITORIAL 
INTEGRITY OP NAMIBIA AND PARTICULARLY THAT WALVIS BAY IS 
AN INTEGRAL PART OP NAMIBIA. THE ERONT LINE STATES CALL 
URGENTLY ON THE SECURITY COUNCIL TO TAKE ADEQUATE
